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Tension rises in Labour Party 


Rafi backs Ben-Ahkaron 


for re-election

TEL AVIV. — The main bene- 
ficiary of the heightened tension 
between the ex-Rafi and Mapai 
wings in Labour over the selec- 
tion of that party's presidential 
candidate appears to be the fiery 
Histedrut Secretary-General, Yitz- 
hak Ben-Aharon. 

Mordechai Ben-Porat, M.K., a key 
Rafi figure, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that, to his mind, the 
Alignment needed Mr. Ben-Aharon 
at the head of the Histadrut. He 
satd that the ex-Rafi wing would 
help him to the best of its capa- 
bilities, 

In supporting Mr. Ben-Aharon, an 
ex-Ahdut Ha'avoda man, the former 
Rafi wing appears to be closing 
Jts ranks in the face of what it 
regards as a concerted attempt by 
the former Mapal ieadership to 
keep any ex-Refi man out of high 
office. Rafi sources are intensely 
bitter at the way Deputy Speaker 
Yitzhak Navon was treated (see 
Story, page 1}, especially since Mr. 
Navon was not as strongly identified 
with the Rafi wing as some other 
politicians. 

The Rafi wing also made it known 
last night that it would play an 
active role in the Histadrut election 
campaign headquarters. which Mr. 
Ben-Aharon has set up contrary to 
the wishes of the ex-Mapai general 
campaign leaders, who would like 
to postpone the Histadrut elections, 
now scheduled for September 11. 

The expression of Rafi support 
for Mr. Ben-Aharon comes against 
the background of rising demands 
jin the party for his resignation. 
These demands, sparked by Mr. 
Ben-Aharon’s criticism of Finance 
Minister Pinhas Sapir's' “one-man 
rule of the economy,” were launched 
recently by Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee chairman israel Kargman, 
supported by Avraham Ofer, ΜΚ, 
Labour election headquarters chief, 
and thls week-end endorsed by 
Hevrat Ovdim Secretary and Kupat 
Holim Chairman Asher Yadlin in a 
newspaper interview. 

The significance of the Rafi sup- 
pert for Mr. Ben-Aharon in the 
Histadrut is highlighted by the fact 
that the former Mapai wing, which 
enjoys an overall majority in the 
Alignment Executive, does not enjoy 
such a status in the Alignment fac- 
tion of the Histadrut. The Alignment 
has a majority of 62.5 per cent in 
the Histadrut of which the Mapai

It is here that she is reported 
to have had her unhappy love affair 
during her final year of studies 
which led at one stage to her seek- 
ing conversion to Judaism. Her 
family were apparently living at that 
time in Malawi, virtually next door 
to the home of the head of the 
Israe! military mission there,- and 
the families_were reportedly very 


friendly. Dr. Campbell actualiy-asked- 


the officers to help her with the 
matter of conversion and although 
the matter failed to develop, she 
wrote a letter thanking them for 
their help. 


In the middle of 1968, she came 
to Britain and worked first at the 
Hammersmith hospital and then the 
St Anne's and Prince of Wales hos- 
pitals. In the last hospital, she serv- 
ed as registrar for 18 months. A 
doctor who knew her said: “She 
was a woman who knew her own 
mind She kept herself to herself 
and did not mix a great deal. I am 
told she was a bit of a hothead in 
her early days, but she showed no 
signs of it here. There were no com- 
plaints about her medical work and 
I believe she was well thought of 
by the hospital's consultants.” 

Others who had known her earlier 
described her as being a dedicated 
doctor, and her political views as 
“distinctly leftist and volatile.” 


In late 1971, Dr. Campbell went 
to Beirut, where she worked as a 
volunteer with the Red Crescent. 
She returned ta London about five 
months: ago, apparently for health 
reasons, then moved to Paris at the 
beginning of this year. It is thought 
that she became involved in the 
terrorist organizations during her 
stay in Lebanon. 


Her father, who lives in a large 
house just outside London, refused 
to comment on his daughter's per- 
sonal affairs, but did not deny the 
story about her unhappy love affair 
with a Jewish doctor in South Af- 
rica. His telephone number has been 
ehanged and he has been given an 
unlisted number which telephone 
operators refuse to disclose. Her 
parents were divorced three years 
ago and her mother still Hves in 
Rhodesia. She claims that her 
dsughter “would be the last person 
to get involved-in something dan- 
gerous.”

Warsaw Hebrew journal “Hatekufa." 
These stories dealt with the Rus- 
sian Revolution and its effect on 
the Jews. Later he published a 
classic novel on this period, ‘Dal- 
tot Nehoshet," comprising two vol- 
umes of his 12-volume “Collected 
Works” published in 1968, on his 
70th birthday. This novel, scheduled 
to be published In English by the 
Jewish Publication Society of Amer- 
lea, won him the “Davar"-Berl 
Katmelson Prize in 1955. (Only a 
few weeks a sth volume, 
“Bven Sha‘ot” (Sundial), containing 
16 new stories, was published.) 


His first novel after settling in 


Eretz Yisrael, “Rehayim Shvoorim,” ; 


won him the 1942 Bijalik Prize, In 
1971 he again won the Bialik Prize 
for a collection of stories published 
under this title. 

In 1944 Hazaz published his first 
major work on the Yementte Jews, 
“Hayoshevet Baganim.” Setween 
1947 and 1952 he published his four- 
volume epic on Yemenite Jewry, 
"Ya’lsh,” which won him the Israel 
Prize in 1952.

KHARTOUM (Reuter). — Sudan- 
ese President Ja’afar Numeiry 
leaves for Britain today for talks 
with Prime Minister Edward Heath 
on the Middle Bast and interna- 
tional developments. 

British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Alec Douglas-Home will also attend 
the talks during President Numeiry’s 
first visit to a Western country 
since he came to power in 1969. 

In London, the President will 
meet Queen Elizabeth U0, whose por- 
tralt still adorns the walls of many 
homes here, The Sudanese seem to 
have retained a kind of love affair 
with the British and this has been 
strengthened by the solving of the 
South Sudan problem last year 
after 17 years of bloody conflict, for 
which Britain is partly blamed. 

In this sun-baked capital, cars, 
mainly British-made, still drive on 
the left-hand side of the road. Brit- 
ish newspapers and goods are readily 
available and whisky and beer are 
popular. 

The Sucanese have even preserved 
the spot where General Gordon was 
killed by the Mahdi's hordes in 1885, 
and a popular dish In one hotel 15 
called “Fish Gordon.” 

The South Sudan problem and the 
ensuing years of fighting began 17 
years ago when Britain's adminis- 
tration over North and South Sudan 
ended. 

Forelgn Minister Mansour Khaled, 
who is accompanying President Nu- 
meiry to London, has accused the 
British of aiming at sealing off the 
South from the North.

MERICA'S “back to Africa” 

mood among the country’s 
blacks is suddenly becoming big 
box-office in the U.S. film industry. 
After a wave of black cinema 
heroes — such as Shaft and Super- 
fly -- who raked in millions of dol- 
lars for the production entrepre- 
neurs with a formalized mixture 
of scorn for “whitey,” candid sex 
and gratuitous violence, it seemed 
the black box-office honeymoon 
was ove... How many more films 
about urban black heroes in Amer- 
jean ghetto crime situations could 
they make? 

A new twist was not long in 
coming, however. The Shaft people 
took Richard Roundtree, who plays 
the detective hero in Shaft, and 2 
predominantly black cast to Ethio- 
pia — at the moment they are busy 
filming Sheft in Africa. Not far 
behind Is the Superfly company. 
Their firat flim tock more money 
than The Godfather in some Amer- 
lean cities and its white producer, 
Sig Shore, jis wi Ting that the 
film will have taken 9880 million 


before another month ‘has passed. 

Now Shore, his black star Ron 
O'Neal and a large cast are film- 
ing Superfly II in Rome. Next 
month (April) they ieave for the 
warmth of Senegal on the West 
African coast to finish shooting the 
movie there. 

Shore, formerly a small-time fea- 
ture film producer and importer of 
art films into America, believes 
that with black American interest in 
Africa at an unprecedented high 
level — with African food, music, 
clothes and culture being one of 
the biggest growth industries in 
black America — the success of 
Superfly I is inevitable. 

Already, some American writers 
have dubbed the quick-profit black 
movies rather derisively as “blax- 
ploltation” — but Shore 15 angered 
by this label and maintains that 
blacks should be able to make 
money out of movies and watch 
movies about blacks. Just because 
it's black, he feels, it doesn’t have 
to be art.

LAGOS (Gemini). — 
δ UT Street in Enugu, one- 
+" time headquarters of Biafran 
leader Colonel Ojukwu, has just 
been renamed May 27 Street. 
The Federal Government explains 
that this is to commemorate the 
day five years ago that General 
Gowon introduced the states sys- 
tem inio Nigeria, replacing the 
old cumbersome regions. 

Sut for any self-respecting Ibo, 
May 27 is elso the day on which 
Colonel Ojukwu decided to de- 
clare the independence of Biafra. 
Anyway, the locals appreciate the 
joke that the day, and the street 
ame, are apen to different in- 
terpretations. 

The humour is typical of that 
now prevailing in Hast Central 
State, the slightly prosaic new 
tame for the former Biafra. The 
fact that today people can laugh 
about whai at the time was 
bilied, at least in Western news- 
papers, as “genocide” or “tribal 
slaughter.” is a tribute both to 
the African's traditional fearless 
attitude towards death and to 
the relaxed atmosphere between 
former foes. 

“What were you doing during 
the wer?” is the beginning of any 
number of jokes with the an- 
awers ranging from “Picking off 
fellows like you" to “Looking 
aiter your girls for you.” 

But on the serious plane, the 
sense of reconciliation and rein- 
tegration of the Ibos into the 
mainstream of Nigerian life is 
considerable. So fast has it been 
that the Rehabilitation Commis- 
sion itself no longer exists, and 
the East Central State strongly 
resists any tendency to regard it- 
self as a struggling patient or to 
request special treatment. It is 
simply one of the 12 states of 
the Federal Republic of Nigeria. 


This speed of reconciliation is 
in great part due to the humane 
way in which the war itself was 


conducted, 2s far as that was 
possible, and to the magnanim- 
ity shown by the Federal side 
immediately afterwards. The Bia- 
frans had been brainwashed by 
their own propaganda machine 
into believing that they were 
fignting a do-or-die battle, and 
that if they lost, they would be 
massacred to a man by Federal 
troops. 

Not_only did this not happen, 
but Federal soldiers actively 
helped ta feed and clothe their 
former foes after the collapse of 
Biafra and the flight of Colonel 
Ojukwu. As far as I could tell, 
the only exception to this was 
around Aba, where ugly incidents 
between Ibos and Federal soldiers 
teok place after the war was of- 
ficialiy over. 

The -econciliation was also made 
possible by the often-stated Fe- 
deral view that the vast majority 
of Tsos had been misled a 
smali leadership clique. This meant 
that after the war it was pos- 
sible to widen the definitiun of 
these misled to include virtually 
tne entire Biafran lation, and 
to narrow the definition of the 
clique to one man, Colo: 


Eni Njoko, formerly an impor- 


tant Biafran foreign envoy and Ibos 


now back in top academic circles, 
have been fully reintegrated into 
Nigerian life.

WASHINGTON (AP). ~— The deaths 
of 15 persons in the U.S. have been 
‘associated with the external use of 
medical cleansing agents containing 
the germ killer hexachlo: 1 BC 
cording to federal records. 


Im most instances, the cleansing 


agent was pHisoHex which con- 
tains 8 per cent hexachlorophene, 


the records show. The manufacturer 
seid the deaths were “not pHisoHex 


deaths,” 

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion (F.D,A.) last September banned 
hexachlorophene (HCP) from all 
but prescription products, but did 
not revehl HCP’s association with 
the 15 U.S. deaths although it was 
aware of them. 

The F.D.A. did cite the deaths of 
39 French infants and a university 
study“ correlating frequent bathings 
with HCP solutions and brain 
lesions. The ban covered over-the- 
counter sale of popular deodorant 
products containing HCP. 

Asked why the F.D.A. did not cite 
the 15 U.S. deaths, an Agency 

said the French and unl- 
versity reports formed “the import~ 
ant data” - 

At no point do F.D.A. records list 
the Killer as cause of the 15

How not to choose candidates 


PROFESSOR Ephraim Kat- 
chalski is now the official 
candidate for President of the 
entire Labour group, and failing 
any unforeseen intervention he 
will be voted into office by the 
Knesset next month. He is, in 
himself, an admirable choice — 
not because he is a scientist, but 
because he is also a humanist, a 
man highly regarded by his col- 
leagues and friends. 

No doubt we shall know in 
due course why he turned down 
the proposal when it was first 
made to him but iater allowed 
himself to be persuaded to 
enange bis mind. It is certainly 
mo sineeure to be President, a 
position that makes tremendous 
demands on the personal life 
and personality of the office- 
nolder. These demands may he 

cub onerous for a scientist 
mot accustomed to the rigours 
oF protocol. 

Professor Katchalski will no 
Goubt find his own way of deal- 
ing with these problems and 
maintaining his link with science 
at the same time. Warmest wishes 
for his success will go out to 
him from all sides — most cer- 
tainly not excepting those who 
would have liked to see Mr.. 
Yitzhak Navon obtain the nomi- 
nation. 

Perhaps it would heave been 
a good thing to have a Sephardi 
President, and perhaps this 
aspect of the issue has been 
‘over-emphasized. Professer Kat- 
chaiski was born ia Jerusalem 
and nothing in Israel is alien to 
him, The events of the past few 
days are in their own way more 
significant than the ultimate 
choice of the candidate for Pres. 
ident, for all the name3 put for- 
ward were entirely acceptable. 


Pf 
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It would almost have been better 
to remain, tike Turkey at the 
resent time, without a new 
resident, than to have the 
ehoice of candidate turned into 
one more political “affair where 
the decisions are made the 
inner order of the Labour Party 
and pushed through by the 
tightly organized party machine 
despite opposition inside the 
party and regardless ‘of public 
opinion. ᾿ 

There are occasions when a 
party leadership must take such 
responsibility for crucial deci- 
sions, for war and peace, for 
unpopular taxation, and for 
other matters where leadership 
is needed to guide public opin- 
ion, and not trail behind it or 
seek popularity. In the matter 
of the President, with his mainly 
ceremonial and symbolical func- 
tions, it would seem that the 
public's feeling is more import- 
ant than that of the political | 
leadership. Nor should it be 
acceptable for a self-respecting 
party that Mr. Yaacov Tsur 
should have been invited to sub- 
mit his candidacy, only to be 
dropped later his former sup- 
porters and replaced by another

DACHAU 1Ofnsa). — 
ONCE a@ country seat of the Wit- 
telsbach family, the princely 
house of Bavaria, and 70 years ago 
ἃ ficurishing provinclal spa and fa- 
mous artists’ colony, Dachau is a 
Pleasant lfttie hillside town, topped 
by an 18th-century castle, on the 
outskirts of Munich. 


Nowadays, its 34,000 inhabitants 
are linked firmly into Munich's 
sprawling suburbia by the new S- 
Bahn, ἃ legacy of the 1972 Olym- 
pics, but to a casual visitor it re- 
tains the distinctive alr of inde- 
pendence bestowed by 12 centuries 
of tradition. 


The concentration camp, which 
opened on March 22, 40 years ago, 
was the Nazts' first, a prototype of 
aosystem that eventually spread 
across Europe. In 1918 it had been

Participant’s reaction 
to Frost programme 


To the Editar of The Jerusalem Post 

Siz, — As a member of the au- 
dlence who participated in the 
David Frost show televised here in 
Herzliya, I would like to respond to 
the two articles which comment 
on this (The Jerusalem Post, March 
15, “Balance of Conviction" by Da- 
vid Lennon, and Philip Gillon’s re- 
view of March 16, "Frost's fabulous 
format.’ ) 

First, to comment on the repre- 
sentativeness of the audience. 
Several families in our building are 
English-speaking, and we were in- 
vited to attend the broadcast by a 
neighbour of ours, who works with 
an English-speaking immigrants’ as- 
sociation. I can’t answer for the 
rest of the audience, but I would 
hardly call my neighbours and my- 
self “right-wing extremists"; as 2 
matter of fact, in the United States 
I was a lberal activist for many 
years. Also there seemed to me to 
be an adequate representation of 
age groups in the audience, as we 
certainly were not all young people. 

In my opinion, the reason we 
seemed “right-wing” had much 
to do with David Frost's initial 
question. It is quite an experience 
to in an audience whose 
reaction will be viewed perhaps by 
ταῦ βου ‘of people, and to be con- 
fronted with the initial question: 


“How many of you people think the 
world press reaction to the Libyan 
plane incident was justified?” We 
all felt unlted in our indignation 
that world press reacHon was 80 
immediately hostile, without waiting 
to learn the causes — but this did 
not mean that we were all initially 
sure our Air Force did the right 
thing. It certainly did not mean that 
we felt the event to be anything 
other than a horrifying catastrophe. 

If David Frost had instead esked, 
“How did you feel when you first 
heard the news?" he would have 
receivea an entirely different, very 
emotional reaction. In our building 
‘we spent three entire evenings in 
various neighbours’ apartments, ago- 
nizing over what must have hap- 
pencd and trying to understand it. 
A nation that depends on its Air 
Force for its very existence, a 
nation that prides itself on taking 
extraordinary precautions ποῦ to 
1011 civilians, does not easily adjust 
to such a disaster. 

David Frost's primary goal is 
probably to excite snd entice the TV 
viewer, and he does that very well. 
His qualification 2s a peacemeker, 
or, as a channel of communication 
between two hostile nations, is less 
obvious,

Interesting precedent 


for Jackson 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The current question of 
Congressional support for Russian 
Jews to bave the freedom to emig- 
rate to Israel {or any other coun- 
try that they choose to go to and 
permits them to enter) has an in- 
teresting parallel in American his- 
tory. In 1911 there were two major 
attempts in Congress to chastise 
Ruswia for its intolerant position 
that would deny travel visas to 
American Jews as an obvious racial 
slight. Representative William Sul- 
zer of New York led the ‘ 
resolution” to victory in the House 
by a vote of 300 to 1. It directed 
President Taft to give Czarist Rus- 
sia one year’s notice for the com- 
plete abrogation of the U.S.-Russian 
Commercial Treaty of 1832 unless 
the American Jews were given the 
same privileges as their other coun- 
trymen. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachuaetts led the fight in the 
Senate forasomewhat more modi- 
fied version of the visa resolution. 
The Senate version approved the 
action of President Taft who had 
taken the initiative on December 
17, 1911 to ask the American Am- 
bassador to notify officially the Im- 
perial Russian government at St. 
Petersburg of our intent to termi- 
bate the 1832 Treaty in Decamber, 
1912 if the passport arrangements 
were not changed. The House rapid- 
ly supported the Senate action in 
order, to avold delay at a time 
when conference committee delbera- 
tions might have meant complete 
failure to act before the Christmas 
recess. 

In 1911 there were some who said 
that deplorable as were the pass- 
port intolerances in singling out the 
American Jew, it was still ail 
wrong to tie up the criticism to a 
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amendment 


commercial treaty. What might come 
of it all, they sald, would be to do 
Httle good to the American Jews 
and much harm to the commercial 
pursuits. Yet Congress and the 
President acted, and ultimately 
Jews, Hke other Americans, were 
given Russian visas. 

Today, the Jackson Resolution 
(Senator Henry M. Jackson, Wa- 
shington) in the Senate and the Va- 
nik Resolution (Congressman Char- 
les A, Vanik, Ohio) in the House, 
seek to condemn Russia's violation 
of the world-recognized principle of 
freedom to emigrate, and the “stick” 
these resolutions hold out is to 
deny American trade advantages to 
the U.S.S.R. Both resolutions already 
have support of majorities im each 


The humane, not the timid, re- 
sponse is 89 true now as it was in 
1911. Congress should let Russta 
know again that the exchange of 
goods is important, but not as sig- 
nificant ag the free movement of 


people.

The memorial is flnanced by the 
Bavarian Government. Two of the 
buts have been faithfully rebuilt 
and refurnished, the avenue of 
poplers down the middle of the camp 
replanted, and a museum and 
archive established. It is maintain- 
ed by the devotion of two German 
women: the curator, Mrs. Ruth 
Jekusch, whose husband wes a pri- 
sSoner, and her assistant, Mrs. Bar- 
beara Distel, wife of a young 
research zoologist in Munich.

About 340,000 people visit it every 
year, including many parties fron. 
German schools and youth clubs, 
There are pligrimages by | ex-pri- 
soners (several European Govern- 
ments grant free rall trips once a 
year).

Poles, 3,900 Ruagians, 2,700 French- 
men and 3,200 Yugoslavs. More 
than 2,500 Catholic priests were 
prisoners there at various times).

Night,” Dr. Al- 
fred Laurence, who was a prisoner 
in 1937 and returned with the 7th 
Army to gather evidence for the 
war crimes trial, éddetitifies the spe- 
clal achievement of Dachau: it was 
where the 8.8. learned how to 
break the solidarity of, political 
prisoners. .
